Genius of each, ſo exactly Suited, and Modell'd to the mutual ſupport, 
and afiftance of One another, that 'tis hard to ſay, whether the Do- 
drius of the Church of Exgland contribute more to Authorize, and 
Enforce Our Civil Laws, or Our Laws to Maintain, and Defend the 
Doctrins of Our Church.

Proftituted to more Adulterers than the Scarlet Whore in the Revelati- 
ons, Her Articles muſt be Taught the Confufion of all Senſes, Nati- 
ons, and Languages, to render Her a Babel, and Deſolation, This was 
indeed the Ready way to Fill the Houſe of God, but with what > with 
Pagan Beaſis, inſtead of Chriſtian Sacrifices, with ſuch Unhallow'd 
Loathſome, and Deteſtable Guells, as would have Driv'n out the Holy 
Spirit of God with Indignation. "This Pious Deſign of making Our 
Houſe of Prayer a Den of Thieves, ol Reforming Our Church into a 
Chaos, is well known to have been Artempted ſeveral times in 7 his 
Kingdom, and lately within Our memory, V/hen all Things ſeem'd to 
Favour it,, but that Good Providence, which fo happily Interpos'd, 
againſt the K of Our Church, and Blaſted the Lonsg-projetted Scheme 
of theſe Feclefiaftical Achitophels, A Scheme ſo Monſtrow, ſo Romantic, 
and Al ſurd, that tis hard to fay, whether it had more of Aan, or 
Folly in it, and which even the Se/fari/ts of all Sorts ( who will not 
be fatisfy'd with any thing leſs than Sovereignty ) Fxploded, and 
Laugh d at, as Ridiculous, and Impracticalle. It was doubtleſs a H 
way to Exemplity Our Brotherly Love, and Charity for the Smgs of 
Men, to put both Them, and Our ſelves into a Gulph of er dition, by 
throwing up the Eſſentials of Our Faith, and the Drin % Our 
Worſhip. But ſince this Mode! of an Univerſal Liberty, and Coalit ion 
fail'd, and theſe FALSE BRETHREN could not carry the Cen- 
"*wenticle into the Church, they are now Refolv'd to bring the Church 
into the Conventicle, winch will more Ih, and £/ily Eflect” Her 
Ruin. What could not be gaind by Comprehenſion, and Toleration, mult 
bg brought about by Moderation, and Occaſional! Conformity; 9 
hv what 
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what they could not do by Open Violence, they will not fail by Secret 
1reachery, to Actompliſh. If the Church can't be Pull'd down, it may

it is Deſtroyd. Now let Us, I beſcech You in the Name of God, 
fairly conſider what muſt be the Conſequence of this Scandalous Fluttu- 
tion, and 1 rimming betwixt the Church, and Diſſenters, both in Conſct- 
ence, and Prudence. Does not this Innovating in, Giving up, or Re- 
ceding from, any One Point, or Article in our Faith, Violate, and A 
fect the Whole Frame, and Body of it? Can we either Aad to, or Di- 
miniſh from, the Leaſt Jot of our Religion? Are we to take it's Canſſ i- 
tution as our Saviour, and his Apofiles Deliver'a it down to Us; or 
have we Anthority ro Curtail, Mangle, or Alter it, to Suit it to 
the Pride, Hamours, Caprice, and Qualm-ſick Sromachs, of Obſtinate, 
Moody, Wayward, and Sclf-conceited Hypozrites, and Exthuſtaſts ? 
Will not ſuch a Baſe, and I ime ſerving Compliance give the Enemies © 

Our Church an Occaſion of Blaſpheming Her as Weak, and Inconttant 


Will it not Argue the /lzga/zry of Her Ordinances, and Laws, or that 


they were too Rigid, and wanted an Abatement ? Will not this Har» 
den, Encourage, nay Juſtify the Diſſenters in their Opinion of their Se. 
paration, when they ſce ſuch large Allowances, and Conceſſions made 
in it's Favour ? What Diſhonourable, and Unworthy Opinions muſtthey 
entertain of the Frieſts of that Church, who can Sacrifice their moſt 
Solemn Declarations, and Oaths to Complaiſance, and Preſerment? What 
would be the End of All this, but to Ejtabliſh Hereſy, and Eraſjt ianiſim 
upon the Kuins of our Faith, and Diſcipline ? Would not this ir n- 
al Legerd main, this Fallacious 1 ricking, and Double dealing, Eradicate 
all the Principles of Truth, and Honeſty, or Piety out of Men's Minds, 
make*em Unconcern'd, whether there is 4%, or No Religion, Run em 
into an Univerſal Scepticiſm, and Infidelity, and make em All 4rberfts, 
or Papiſis? For when they had Turn'd about, and about, and were 
grown G1aay with Change, they would either Give up Themſelves to 
the Disbelref of all things, or Reſt their i ea Judgments in the Au. 
thority of that Church alone, that can Delude em with the Specions Pres 
tences of an Infallible Gaide, Thus our FALSE BRETHREN, 
as the Jews did our Bleſſed Saviour, Crucity his Church Betwixt Thieves. - 
and as they committed that Execrable Villany under a Pretenaed Fear 

leſt the ROMANS ſhould come and take away their Place, and Nation, 
which by that ver) Fatt They brought upon Ilemſelves: So theſe Men,

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ſtroy Our Church, are Working that Ruin they pretend to Avoid, and 
under a Falſe Zyal of Kyeping out Popery, are Themſelves infallibly 
Bringing in That very POPERY into Our Kzngdom, with which they 
ſo Falſh, and ungratefully endeavour to Attaint the Church of England, 
the Greateſt Bulwark, and only Safe Guard againft Popery in the whole 
World! Though ic were highly to be wiſh'd that thoſe Excellent Laws 


made for Her Defenſe and Security, were at preſent put ſtrictly into 
Fxecution ; for the Koman-Catholic Agents, and Miſſionaries that {warm 


were never more Buſy in making Proſelytes to their Swperftirian, and 
Idolatry, and Perverting and Debauching Her Majeſty's Subjects in every 
Corner of our Streets. 

2. Thus we ſee how Dangerous theſe FALSE BRETHREN are to 
Our Church, which is ſo Great, and Conſiderable a Branch of our 
Civil Conſtitution, that the Support of Our Government depends upon 


Our State; Innovations in Either tending to the Subverſion of their 
Laws, and the Unſettling the Eſtabliſhment, and conſequently to Anar- 
by, and Confuſion. But to draw this Argument more home to the 
Point; I will endeavour to Prove, that our FALSE BRETHREN 
are as Deſtructive of our Civil, as Eccleſiaſtical Rights, For firſt, it 
cannot be deny'd, that though They do ſubmit to the Government, 
their Obedience is Forc'd, and Conſtrain'd, and therefore ſo Treacherous, 
and Uncertain, as never to be 7ruſted, becauſe proceeding upon no 
Principle, but meer Intereſt and Ambition; and whenever That changes,

tive Opinions; but what Fatal Practices they have created, and whether 
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theſe Seditious Thoughts will not again Exemplify themſelves in the 
ſame Bloody Actions, We ſhall be Convinc'd, to our Sorrow, if We don't 
Apprehend, That the Old Leaven of their Fore-fathers is ſtill Working 
in their Preſent Generation, and that this 7 raaitional Poyſon (till remains 
in this Brood of Vipers, to Sting Us to Death, is ſufficiently Viſible, 
from the Dangerous Encroachments They now make upon our Govern- 
ment, and the Treaſonable Reflections They have PubliſÞ'4 on Her Maje. 
H, God bleſs Her! Whole Hereditary Right ro the Throne, They 
have had the Impudence to Den, and Cancel, to make Her a Creature 
of. their own Power ; and that by the ſame Principles They plac'd a 
Crown upon Her, They tell Us, They, (that is, the Mob) may Re- 
aſſume it at their Pleaſure. Nay, now They have Advanc'd them- 
ſelves from the Religious Liberty Our Gracious Sovereign has Iudulg d 
them, to Claim a Civil Right, as they Term it, and to Juſile the 
Church out of Her E#abliſhment, by Hoiſting their Toleration into it's 
Place; and to convince Us what alone will /atisfy 'em, inſolently De- 
mand the Repeal of the Corporation,and Teſt Acts, as an Eccleſiaſtical Uſar- 
pation, which indeed under Her Majeity (whom God long Preſerve for 
it's Comfort andSupport h) is the only Security the Church has toDepend 
upon. And which they have ſo far Eluded by their Abominable Fhpo- 
cv, as to have Undermind'd Her Foundation, and Indanger the Govern. 
ment, by filling it with it's Profeſs'd Enemies. Theſe Charges are (0 Ha- 
grant, and Undeniable, that a Man muſt be very Weak, or ſomething 
worſe, that thinks, or pretends, the Diſſenters are to be Gain d, or won 
over by any other Grants, and Indulgences, than giving up our Whole 
Conititution ; And He that recedes the lea Tittle from it, to ſatisfy, 
or Ingratiate with theſe Clamorous, Inſatiable, and Church. Devouring 
Malignants, knows not what Spirit They are of, or He ought to ſhew 
who is a Trae Member of Our Church. Have They not ever ſince 
their firſt Unhappy Plantation in this Kingdom, by the Tnterceſſion of 
That Falſe Son of the Church, Biſhop Grindall, always Improv'd, and 
Riſe upon their Demanas in the Permiſſion of the Government ? Inſo- 
much that Queen Elizabeth, thay was Deluded by that Perfidions Pre- 
late to the Toleration of the Genevian Diſcipline, found it ſuch an 
Headſtrong, and Eucroaching Monſter, that in Eight Tears, She foreſa w 
it would Eadanger the Monarchy, as well as the Hierarchy : And like a 
Queen ff True Reſolution, and Pious Ttal for Both pronounc'd, That 
* ſuch were the Reſtleſs Spirits of that FACTIOUS People, that no 
Quiet was to be Expetted from them, till they were utterly Sup: 
| D 2 | pPreſsd: 
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preſ#d: Which, like a Prudent Princes, She did by Wholeſome Se- 
verities, that the Crown for many Years fat 20% and Floariſh. 
ing on Her Head. And had Her Sucteſſor, Kjng James, but follow'd 
Her Wiſe Politicks, his Son had never fall'n a Martyr to their Fury, 
nor any of his Uzheppy Offipring ſuffer'd thoſe Diſaſtrous Calamities, 
Which made the Royal Family one continu'd Sacrifice to their Malice. 
And what better could have heen expected from Miſcreauts, Begot 
in Rebeſlion, Born in Sedition, and Narsd up in Faction? I would not 
here be Miſunderſtood, as if J intended to caſt the leaſt Invidious 
Reflection upon that Indulgence the Government has condeſcended to 
give 'em, which I am ſure all thoſe that wiſh well to our Church 
are very ready to Grant to Conſciences-traly Scrapulous ; let Them En- 
joy it in the full Limits the Law has Preſcrib'd. But let them alſo 
move Within their Proper Sphere, and not grow Eccentrick, and like 
Comets that Burſt their Orb, Threaten the Rain and Downf4l of Our 
Church, and State. Indeed they tell us they have Relinquiſh'd the Prin- 
ciples, as well as the Sins of their Fore-fathers: If ſo, why do they 
not Renounce their Schiſmm, and come Sizcerely into Our Church ? 
Why do they Pelt Her with more Blaſphemous Libels, and Scurrilaus 
Lampoons, than were ever Publiſſi'd in Oliver's Uſarpation ? Have they 
not lately Villainouſly Divided us with Kyawiſh Diſtinitions of High, 
and Low-Church Men? Are not the Beſt Characters they can give Us, 
thoſe of Papiſts, Jacobites, and Conſpirators?

Truſt, and Commiſſion, Aaminiſtring to, and Indulging Men in the moſt 
Mortal Sins, Endangering both our Own, and the Salvation of that 
Dear Flock, for which Chriff Dy'd, by Expoſing it to the Corruptions 
of Hereſy and Schiſm,' the Impoſtures of bee, and the De- 
ceit, and Malice of Wolves in Sbieep's Cloathing. It is Deriving the 
higheſt Blaſphemy, and Diſbonour upon the Holy Spirit of God, thus to 
Prevaricate with his Immutable Oracles of Truth, in Wreſting 'em ta 
maintain the moſt Oiabolical Falſboods, and Errors, and making Vera. 
city itſelf the Authour and Patronizer of Hees. It is Forſaking Our 
Baptiſmal Covenant, Baſely Deſerting the Glorious Colours we are Liſte 
ed under, turning Refugees from our Saviour, and Adberents to his 
molt Abjur'd Exemies. In a Word, to accompliſh. any wretched Se- 
cular Deſign, to Gratify their Pride, or Ambition, to Feed their Luft, 


or Avas ice, to wreak their Syleen, or Revenge, out of Exvy, or Diſap- _ 


pointment, for a Little, Paultry Honcar, Money, or Preferment, Theſe 
FALSE BRETHREN will Renounce their Creed, and Read the Deca. 
log ue backward, be the very Reverſe of Our Bleſſed Saviour (whom like 


their Primitive Pattern, they firſt ſell, and then betray) Fail down an 


Worſhip the very Devil himſelf, for the Riches and Honogrs of this World. 
2. Secondly, In Regard to the World. What a vaſt e bag 
wor © e Offence 
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'Offence muſt it give to all Perſons of Piery, and Integrity, to ſee Men 
of Char alter, and Stations, thus Shift and Prevaricate with their Prin- 
ciples, and Starting from their Religion upon any Occaſion of Difficwlty, 


or Trial, and like the Diſciples, flying from, and forſaking our Sv 


our, when his Liſe lay at Stake? To ſee Men's Opinions ſit as Looſe 
about 'em as their Garments, to be put on, or off, for Convenience? 
What can Uzwary Perſons conclude from ſuch Tergiverſation, and Hy- 
porriſy, but that all Religion is Srate- Craft, and Impoſtare? That All 
Goalineſs is Cain; and that the Doctrines of the Church lie not fo much 
in Her Articles, as Her Honoars, and Revenues ? Without doubt, this 


Modern Latitude, and Infamous Dowble dealing, as it can proceed from 


nothing but the rankeſ? Atheiſm, fo it muſt Propagate it whereſoever 
it goes; and *tis not to be Queſtion'd, but that the Wonderful Increaſe, 
and Impudent Appearance of all Sects and Heveſies in this Kingdom at 
preſent, beyond what was ever known in Former Apes, is chiefly to 
be attributed to it. But this Crime is as Pernicious to Human Society, as 
Religion; for it Deſtroys all Common Honeſty, Faith, and Credit in the 
World, and in the glace of it, ſets up an Univerſal Irade of Couſenage, 
Sharping, Diſſimulat ion, and downright Knavery, For, what Dependance 
can there be upon a Man of »o Principles? What Truſt in Equivocati> 
ons, Evaſions, and Lyes ? Nor indeed could any One be ſuppos'd ſo 
Sottiſh, as to place the leaſt Confidence in theſe Mez, did they not 
Bait their Hook, and Cover their Treachery with the Sacred and Plau- 
fible Pretences of FRIENDSHIP, whereby they are capable of doing 
much more - Miſchief, than a barefard and profeſs'd Enemy, In what mo- 
ving and Lively Coloars does the Holy Pſalmiſt Paint out the Crafty 


Inſidiouſneſs of ſuch wiley Yolpones? Witckedneſs, (ſays he) is therein, 


Deceit and Gaile go not out of their: Streets. For it is not an Open Ene- 
my that has done me this Diſbonour, for then I could have born it: Nei- 
ther was it mine Adver ſary, that did Magnify himſelf againſt me, for then 
peradventare I would have hid my ſelf from him. But, it was even Thou ! 
my Companion, my Guide, and mine own Familier Friend, Ie took ſweet 
| Counſel together, and walked in the Houſe of God as Friends, There is no 
Faithfulneſs in their Mouths, their inward Parts are very Viickedneſs ; their 
Throats are Open Sepulchres, and their Words are ſmoother than Oil, yet be 
they ver) Swords, Like Joab, they pretend to ſpeak Peaceably, and ſmite 
Vs Mortally under the Fifth Rib.

Or are They ever found fo Credulbus, and 
Good natur'd, as to Forgive, and Believe ſuch an Apoſtate Cordial and 
Sincere, and fit to be I ruſted in any Matter of Weight, or Importance, 
who has Betray'd his Omn Party for the Little, Sordid Lucre of a Place, 
or Preferment?

Worſt of Dæmons, maintaining anlrrecoxcileable War betwixt the Oatmard:

after; and as He Ce it in This World, Appoints him in the Next, his 
Portion with H pocniles, and Unbelievers, with all Lyars, that have their 
Part inthe Lake which Barns with Fire and Brimſtone, with the Grand- 
Father of Falſhood, the Devil and his Angels. And ſo here We leave 
our FALSEBRETUHREN, in the Compazy they always keep

IV. Now What ſhould be thè Reſult of this Long Diſcogrſe, but 


that if We bearany True Concern for the Intereſt, Hongur, and Safety 


of Our Charch; and Government, We ought fedfaſtly to Adhere to thoſe 


Fundamental Principtes, upon which Both are Founded, and uponwhich
